Kennedy Approach 


The Kennedy approach has 
heen to get things done.

In the field of race rela- 
tions, noted by The Economist, 
the Kennedy accomplishments of 
six months far outdistance those 
of the Eisenhower administration. 


Both the President and the U.S. 
attorney general have sought to 
get things done—directly. A few 
weeks ago, for example, it was 
learned that Latin American vis- 
itors, who almost weekly are 
shuttled in and out of Fort Ben- 
ning through the Columbus, Ga., 
airport, were increasingly irritat- 
ed by the segregated facilities 
there. The administration asked 
the FAA to investigate. A recom- 
mendation of desegregation was 
made and accepted, thus avoid- 
ing an open clash. It made a

MOSCOW — John J. McCloy, 
President Kennedy's  disarma- 
ment adviser, left here unexpect- 
edly Tuesday by air for the 
southern town of Sochi for a 
meeting with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev. 

The principal subject of their 
discussions will be disarmament, 
bat it was regarded as virtually 
certain that Khrushchev will raise 
the question of Berlin tensions. 


TOP TALKS 


The meeting will afford the 
first opportunity for private talks 
between a senior U.S. official and 
Khrushchev since the Soviet 
Premier met with President Ken- 
nedy in Vienna June 3 and 4. 


McCloy has been conferring 
here since July 17 with Valerian 
A. Zorin, chief Soviet disarma- 
ment adviser, on arrangements 
for summoning a multi-nation dis- 
armament conference. 


It was understood that Khrush- 
chev invited McCloy to his vaca- 
tion retreat at Sochi on the Black 
Sea. A similar call was paid by 
Zorin on President Kennedy on 
June 30. 


INVITED TO WHITE HOUSE 


Zorin was invited to the White 
House by the President after bi- 
lateral disarmament discussions 
had been recessed in Washington 
without result. Resumed talks 
here also have failed to produce 
any significant measure of agree- 
ment. 


McCloy 
again here Thursday with Zorin. 
Disarmament negotiations were 
recessed Friday and in the in- 
terim McCloy visited Leningrad 
on invitation of the Soviet govern- 
ment. 


McCloy has stated that he came 
here without any special brief to 
discuss Berlin. President Kennedy 
ordinarily would take up _ the 
Berlin matter through Ambassa- 
dor Llewellyn E. Thompson Jr. 

However, McCloy served. as 
U.S. high commissioner in Ger- 
many after the war and is fa- 
miliar with Berlin and German 
problems.

A Grave President Speaks-- 


And All the World Listens 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Seldom 
has President John F. Kennedy 
been more serious than he was 
Tuesday night as he outlined the 
sacrifices required to defeat com- 
munism. 


The President spoke to a na- 
tionwide radio and television au- 
dience from his office in the west 
wing of the White House. 


Normally the office is a rela- 
tively calm island in an otherwise 
buzzing executive wing. Tuesday 
night the large circular room was 
jammed with radio, television, 
motion picture and still camera 
equipment as the Chief Execu- 
tive walked in about five minutes 
before the 9 p.m. E.S.T. broad- 
cast began. 


He entered from the adjoining 
office of his appointment secre 
tary, Kenneth O’Donnell. Before 
going to his desk, Kennedy 
stopped to ask that a small clock 
on a bookshelf be turned so that 
he could see it easily from the 
desk. 


A few minutes before air time 
Kennedy sipped ice water and 
wiped his forehead with a small 
handkerchief. 


The President’s delivery of the 
speech—which ran 31 minutes and 
10 seconds — was smooth but 
marked by the gravity of his tone. 


At the outset, he emphasized 
strongly that the various moves 
to build American military 
strength were ‘‘first steps.” 


Near the end of the long speech, 
the hot metallic smell of the 
glaring movie and television spot- 
lights filled the room and a slight 
film of perspiration spead over 
Kennedy’s face. 


The President came to the end 
of his prepared text, shot a glance

Sleeping America 
Comes to Its Feet 


Finally Nikita Khrushchev’s tiptoe 
conquest has kicked a tripwire at Berlin 
and jarred America from its sleep. Presi- 
dent Kennedy, in a magnificent speech, 
has pulled it to its feet. 

Now Kennedy has shown Khrushchev 
we mean business. Only the fact of this 
major military buildup can cure Khru- 
shchev’s fancy that we’re bluffing. 

And only by this baring of powder and 
iron can we turn, as the President did, 
and say we are “ready to talk, if talk will 
help,” for we are ready to resist with 
force, if force is used. 

Mr. Kennedy’s plain offer to negotiate 
toward any honest settlement at Berlin 
gives hope for peace, if Khrushchev 
wants peace. A principle of diplomacy is 
never to corner an adversary. But the 
President‘s simultaneous mobilization of 
men and guns does not offer peace on 
Khrushchev’s terms. These negotiations 
will now be two-sided, if they come. 

We are in peril because the long 
American sleep has left us militarily vul- 
nerable at this moment when “our 
solemn commitments and Soviet ambitions 
now meet in basic confrontation.” Khru- 
shchev would not have dared to confront 
us in the first place if our strength had 
been adequate. 

Suddenly he is confronted, though, 
with an American leader who is mobiliz- 
ing that strength in a ready people. Ken- 
nedy is closing the rifle gap. 

No longer will drowsy preoccupation 
with neat budgets weaken us with a lop- 
sided nuclear-only defense while driving 
our best generals—Ridgway, Taylor, 
Gavin—to resignation for want of rifles 
and men to fight the kind of war being 
pressed down upon us. 

“We intend to have a wider choice 
than humiliation or all-out nuclear ac- 
tion,” Kennedy said. 

No longer will communism fudge for- 
ward unchallenged in Laos and Indochina 
and Korea and Germany, secure in its 
knowledge that we can fight on the nu- 
clear parade ground but not in the alleys 
of their choosing. 

We are moving again, toward the ca- 
pacity to defend ourselves with whatever 
levels of force are required, not just mas- 
sively, but anywhere, any time. We are 
going to have a million-man army. We 
are going to double and triple the draft. 
Half of the $3.2 billion Mr. Kennedy asks 
will go for rifles and iron to arm these 
men for conventional war. We are going 
to call up the pilots and planes to move 
them to any field or alleyway of Khru- 
shchev’s choosing. 

And now Khrushchev knows it. He has 
lost his certainty that we can’t fight his 
kind of war. 

So the years of false economy now end 
in crash expenditures to meet a crisis they 
invited. For this moment of lag we are 
left at a perilous disadvantage. But we 
are moving. 

We are determined. We are bravely 
led. We are getting ready to fight. And 
therefore, only now, can we negotiate 
with Russia.

Only Texas, & 
which is larger than Georgia 
and several of its neighbor- 
ing states combined, has @ 
more counties than we do. 

With so many Georgia @ 
counties operating as uneco- 
nomical units and being 
spoonfed by the state at the 
expense of those that pay 
their just share and more into the state till, 
there is an obvious need for some consolidations. 

Some day it will come out of sheer neces- 
sity. But as all realists know, it won't be to- 
morrow or the next day or, for that matter, 
any time in the immediate future. 

Courthouse cliques want to hold on to their 
little empires. Because of false and costly 
community pride, citizens in the poorer coun- 
ties balk at the idea of becoming a part of 
more prosperous counties that border them. As 
for politicians at the state level, they want votes 
too much to advocate needed consolidations. 
They .had rather raise taxes on all Georgians,

regardless of any promises not to do so, than to 
come out with any proposal that County A be 
merged with County B. 

But until such time as Georgia awakens to 
the economic facts of life sufficiently to com- 
bine some counties, at least the planners and 
some of the more alert officials at the local level 
should show enough initiative to go across city 
limits and county lines in carrying out func- 
tions. 

As Jim Peters, chairman of the State Board 
of Education, has been saying for years, county 
lines should not be the blockade that they are 
to children being educated in a better school 
outside their county. If it were not for par- 
ents’ pride in the little schoolhouse in their 


’ own community, Mr. Jim’s idea would be the 


rule and thousands of children would be re- 
ceiving better educations than they are. 
Another example: The Coosa. Area Valley 


Planning and Development Commission is lay- 


ing a solid foundation for progress by con- 
centrating on regional economic growth rather 
than leaving individual counties to root-hog- 
or-die in industrial advancement. 

But so many counties had rather close their 
eyes to carvings on their tombstones than to 
band with their neighbors in undertakings that 
could make the spark of life glow instead of 
leaving it to flicker dimly as it is doing in 
many instances.—BILL HARRELL.

Sen. Eastland 
Laid a Large Egg 


Sen. James O. Eastland insulted the sense 
of his Georgia audience at the States’ Rights 
speaking here Tuesday night and succeeded, after 


hard labor, in laying the egg of the evening. Leander Perez of Lou- 
isiana laid a smaller one quicker and sat down with less cackle. 

These two tried to sell communism as the sum cause of all the 
South’s racial frictions to an audience that knew better. 

The crowd's silence seemed to hit them like a mallet. Taking these 
people for simpletons was an unforgiven mistake. 

Sen. Eastland spoke longer and took it harder. He is a pain- 
fully poor orator who kept losing his place, missing his point and 
even drowning out the shouts of two or three helpers in the audience 
who had better material than he offered. He seemed simply unable 
to understand what had gone wrong with his Big Red speech. 


If he had not delivered the nonsense about communism so sol- 
emnly he might have earned a more amiable hearing. But it seemed 
important to him that the crowd really accept the foolishness he was 
spouting. He was humorless. And really that is the only sin tha* 
puts a man beyond saving at a Georgia political rally. 

The Georgia speakers sounded like pros contrasted with ama- 


teurs. 


At least Roy Harris did not dissemble. He preached undisguised 
racial hatred without phony Communist trappings. With his curious 
blend of impulsive candor and brute fanaticism, he frankly invited 
Georgians to walk the bloody edge of violence as their response to 
school desegregation. As a ‘‘detent’’ means of subjugating dissenters 
he prescribed absolute economic boycott of Georgia’s Negroes—the 
people already least able to earn enough to eat. Of course one can- 
not conceive of decent Georgians forcing generous and kindly Ne- 
groes they know to starve. But Mr. Harris, at least, spoke loudly. He 
knows Georgia won't follow his violent kind. And he did the audi- 


ence the favor of not expecting it to, really. 


He was simply inter- 


viewing himself in public. He seems to say these things like a small 
boy compulsively testing how far he can sass before he gets a good 


strapping. 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver remained stubbornly responsible in the face 
of Harris’ slights and smears. He conducted himself with the dignity 
that comes to a leader who has proved his manhood. The politicians 
whose snouts he slapped from the treasury trough don’t like him. But 
every parent of every child who is going to get to go to school this 
fall owes this lonely governor a letter saying ““Thanks.”’ 

As for Sen. Talmadge, unlike Sen. Eastland, here was coiled power 
in command of itself, clothing the serious in hyperbole and the un- 
acceptable in tomfoolery so that the two flowed together indistinguish- 
ably at the joints, yielding two effects: he fulfilled the combative in- 
stinct of a crowd that wanted to hear some snortworthy speaking, 
but by inflexion he measured and controlled his meanings to fit the 
possible. He depended on the crowd’s discernment to part the corn 
shucks and reach the nub of what he said. It did, and appreciated the 


compliment. 


Both the audience and the oratory in Georgia are better than Sen. 
Eastland prepared for, and more sensible than Roy Harris wants.

The pri- 
vate exempt carriers of freight are what are doing the railroads in, 


not their passenger trains.” 

In his second sentence the 
C.&N.W. executive unmistakably 
put his finger on the sorest spot 
in the critically ill corporate 
structure of the railroads of the 
United States. But this depart- 
ment has documentary proof that 
his first sentence was too sweep- 
ing. At least two Eastern rail- 
road presidents who long have 
had their fingers on the same 
spot are Jervis Langdon Jr. of 
the Baltimore & Ohio and Wal- 
ter Tuohy of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio. 

The problem of the exempt pri- 
vate carrier is high among those 
which have brought these men 
before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to seek approval of 
a proposal that the C. & O. be 
authorized to control the B. & O. 
with the purpose of eventual 
merger of the systems. Because 
of the nature of its principal 
freight pay-load (coal), and of 
the terrain over which it oper- 
ates, the C. & O. faces no great 
threat from the competition of 
exempt private transport by 
truck and barge. But since the 
B. & O. emphatically does, this 
will become their great common 
problem if they are allowed to 
unite after the normally long 
span of ICC procedure that will 
be further protracted by the 


strong opposition of the New York 
Central. 

An example of the B. & O.’s 
preoccupation with the very mal- 
ady of the rail common carriers 
that Chairman Heineman correct- 
ly diagnosed as their most crit- 
ical is furnished by a communi- 
cation on the subject received 
here from President Langdon. 
He was commenting on the fol- 
lowing report in this space under 
date of July 6: 


“Testimony before the Smath- 
ers Senate subcommittee _re- 
vealed that nearly 70 per cent of 
all surface transport—rail, truck 
and waterway—is now in the 
hands of ‘private’. carriers 
(which) include manufacturers 
who own their trucks and can 
ship commodities totally exempt 
from the rate and commodity 
regulations of the ICC.” 

In examining this, the heart 
of the transportation problem, 
Langdon noted that ‘‘no one 
knows how much private trans- 
portation there is’’ because its 
large users want no disclosure 
of the statistics and have suc- 
cessfully blocked the taking of a 
census. Although, he wrote, the 
ICC “has responsibility for all 
inter-city trucks, it has no idea 
where the private trucks are, let 
alone their condition.’’

99 Are More Attractive 
Than Any Soviet Troika 


The great powers are talking disarmament on the one hand, while 
acting to increase armaments on the other. The arms race clearly 
is not related to desires of rival powers to strengthen respective bar- 


gaining positions at the disarmament table. 


In the absence of So- 


viet willingness to translate them into action, disarmament talks 
must be regarded as a tribute which must be paid to a universal 
ideal—the millennium during which swords shall be turned into 
ploughshares and peace shall reign in the hearts of all men. It is also 
a tribute to the smaller countries, who compose the great majority 


of the world. 

The latest round is now going 
on in Moscow, where American 
and Soviet delegates transferred 
their deadlocked Washington ne- 
gotiations on the nature and com- 


position of a disarmament con- 


ference, tentatively scheduled to 
begin at the end of this month 
or early next month. The aim 
is to revive, with variations, the 
ten-nation East-West disarma- 
ment conference which the Rus- 
sians broke up at Geneva in 
June of last year. 

Until now, the differences cen- 
tered on the variations which the 
Russians sought to introduce into 
the previous ten-nation composi- 


tion, equally balanced between 


Communist and Western blocs. 
Nikita Khrushchev proposed at 
the last General Assembly that 
five neutrals be added to the five 
Communist and the five Western 
members of the former disarma- 
ment conference. This was an- 


other application of Khrushchev’s 
“troika’’ principle—the division 
of international gatherings be- 
tween three numerically equal 
groups—Communist, ‘‘capitalist’’ 
and neutralist. 

If this means the Russians 
have decided to scuttle the pro- 
posed disarmament conference, 
the Western powers would be 
wise to take the: initiative in 
Carrying the issue to the General 
Assembly and to the UN Dis- 
armament Commission, composed 
of all ninety-nine members of 
the world organization. 

Ninety-nine members of the 
United Nations are far more at- 
tractive and representative than 
any “‘troika,’”’ and the Russians 
can hardly object without con- 
tradicting their previous propa- 
ganda position to the effect that 
all countries of the world are 
interested in disarmament and 
are entitled to talk about it.

Urges Speedup 


A first need is to hasten prog- 
ress toward the military goals 
which the North Atlantic Allies 
have set for themselves. In Eu- 
rope today nothing less will suf- 
fice. We will put even greater 
resources into fulfilling those 
goals, and look to our Allies to 
do the same. 


The _ supplementary defense 
build-ups that I asked from the 
Congress in March and May have 
already started us moving toward 
these and our other defense goals. 
They included an increase in the 
size of the Marine Corps, im- 
proved readiness of our reserves, 
expansion of our air and sea lift, 
and stepped-up procurement of

Subsequent 
steps will be taken to suit sub 
sequent needs. Comparable efforts 
for the common defense are be- 
ing discussed with our NATO 
Allies. For their commitment and 
interest are as precise as our 
own. 


But let me add that I am well 
aware of the fact that many 
American families will bear the 
burden of these requests. Studies 
or careers will be interrupted; 
husbands and sons will be called 
away; incomes will be reduced. 
But these are burdens which must 
be borne if freedom is to be de- 


We have another sober respon- 
sibility. To recognize the possibili- 
ties of nuclear war in the missile 
age, without our citizens knowing 
what they should do and where 
they should go if bombs begin to 


intend to submit to fhe Congress 
in January a budget for the next 
fiscal year which will be strictly 
in balance. Nevertheless, should 


an increase in taxes be needed 
to achieve that balance in view 
of these or subsequent defense 
rises, those increased taxes will 
be requested. 


Meanwhile, to help make cer- 
tain that the current deficit is 
held to a safe level, we must keep 
down all expenditures not thor- 
oughly justified in budget re 
quests. The luxury of our current 
post-office deficit must be ended. 
Costs in military procurement will 
be closely scrutinized—and in this 
effort I welcome the cooperation 
of the Congress. The tax loop- 
holes I have specified—on expense 
accounts, overseas income, div- 
idends, interest, cooperatives and 
others—must be closed. 


I realize that no public revenue 
measure is welcomed by every- 
one. But I am certain that every 
American wants to pay his fair 


framework of discussion. We do 
not intend to abandon our duty to 
mankind to seek a peaceful solu- 
tion. 


As signers of the UN charter, 
we shall always be prepared to 
discuss international problems 
with any and all nations that are 
willing to act—and listen—with 
reason. If they have requests— 
not demands—we shall hear them. 
If they seek genuine understand- 
ing — not concessions of our 
rights—we shall meet with them. 
We have previously indicated our 
readiness to remove any actual 
irritants in West Berlin—but the 
freedom of that city is not nego- 
tiable. We cannot negotiate with 
those who say ‘“‘what’s mine is 
mine, what's your is negotiable.”’ 
But we are willing to consider 
any arrangement or treaty in 
Germany consistent with the 
maintenance of peace and free- 
dom, and with the legitimate se- 
curity interests of all nations.

Parks Suit 


Sloan Upholds 
Negroes’ Case 
By BRUCE GALPHIN 


The city lost a reund Tuesday 
in its fight against a court suit 
challenging segregation in parks, 
swimming pools and other mu- 
nicipally owned facilities. 

U.S. District Judge Boyd Sloan 
overruled the city’s motion to 
dismiss the desegregation suit 
brought by four Atlanta Negro 
college students. 


WILL BE TRIED 


The judge’s ruling in effect 
means that the case must be 
brought to trial on its merits. He 
did not set a trial date, however. 


The order left open for consid- 
eration all issues raised by the 
Negroes, including segregated 
seating in municipal court. 


Sloan did not pass judgment on 
any of the issues raised by the 


suit. 
PLAINTIFFS’ LEEWAY 


He explained that in deciding 
whether to proceed to trial with a 
case, the accepted practice is to 
give plaintiffs considerable lee- 
way. 


A complaint would not be dis- 
missed, he continued, ‘“‘unless it 
appears beyond doubt that the 
plaintiffs could prove no set of 
facts in support of their claim 
which would entitle them to re- 
lief.”” 


Sloan added that complaints are 
not dismissed even though “‘plain- 
tiffs may not be entitled to all 
the relief they seek. .. .” 
CLASS ACTION HIT 

The city in its motion to dis- 
miss had argued, among other 
points, that the plaintiffs, because 
they were acting as their own 
attorneys, had no right to file a 
class action and in attempting to 
do so were violating barratry 
laws. 


The city also contended that 
cities may not be sued under the 
civil rights act cited in the suit. 

It said that the question of 
courtroom segregation already 
had been decided in another case. 


Plaintiffs’ attorneys, who have 
entered the case since the suit 
originally was filed, challenged 
the city on all points.

Tests Show the Heart Differently 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I am con- 
fused because one doctor who 
examined me took a _ cardio- 
gram and prescribed nitrogly- 
cerin tablets. Later my present 
doctor took an X-ray instead, 
which showed that my heart 
was enlarged—he had seaid be- 
forehand that he suspected this. 
He told me I should take digi- 
talis tablets and not nitrogly- 
cerin, 


He also asked me whether I 
ever had swollen ankles or 
blue fingernails. What would 
that mean? And what does the 
digitalis do to help my condi- 
tion?—A. R. L. 


I can’t positively answer _ to- 
day’s question without having had 
a chance to study the individual 
case. In a way it’s like asking 
why one mechanic decided that 
the timing gears of an engine 
needed adjusting and another said 
the carburetor was out of whack. 
And after they got through the 
mechanics decided that both 
things were contributing to the 
engine’s poor behavior. 


It’s the same with physical ail- 
ments — except more complicat- 
ed. With a cantankerous envyine, 
the owner tells the mechanic how 
it behaves: Hard to start, lacks 
power on hills, poor pickup, etc. 


The same with a heart. Any 
fever? Pain? Shortness of breath? 
Cough? Swelling of feet, ankles, 
legs? That’s the “M.H.” or ‘‘med- 
ical history.” 


The stethoscope discloses the 
sounds of the heart. whether nor- 
mal, or some gurgling or ‘“‘mur- 
murs.’’ And the physician judges 


ee ee ee 


whether the murmurs are trivial 
or significant. 


The cardiogram reveals the 
electrical or nervous impulses 
which govern the rate and rhythm 
of the heart beat — the “timing 
gears,” if you choose. 


Finally the X-ray shows the 
size and shape of the heart, be- 
cause if it is or has been under 
severe strain the organ becomes 
enlarged to compensate for this. 


With heart pain ‘angina pe c- 
toris) nitroglycerin pills often 
are the best possible answer. Tak- 
en when needed, they relieve the 
pain (usually within a minute or 
two) by relaxing the arteries and 
letting blood flow easily through. 
Where the pain results because 
of constriction of the arteries, 
there is no better remedy. 


But if the more basic problem 
is a “‘tiredness’’ of the heart 
muscle, which is one sort of thing 
that shows up sharply in the form 
of heart enlargement, the best 
treatment is a ‘“‘booster’’ action 
for the heart muscle. That’s what 
digitalis does. It strengthens the

Just to prove that history repeats itself, home- 
makers and their husbands are showing a great 
deal of interest in patio cookery. Once again, 
the housewife or her husband is seen standing in 
front of the grill with the direct heat from hot 
coals flaring up in their faces.

Cooking large cuts of meat was in style a 
century and a half ago, but modern homemakers 
avoid this type of cookery. That is, unless some 
couple is planning a large patio party and sélect 
a 10- to 35-pound suckling pig to stuff and bar- 
becue over an open pit or on a rotisserie. 

SUCKLING PIG 

Select a pig which weighs no less than 25 
pounds, preferably 35 pounds. To avoid col- 
lapsing of pig while cooking, fill cavity firmly 
with dressing such as bread crumbs and chopped 
celery, seasoned with salt, pepper and sage. 
Sew up cavity. 


Fit tin foil over ears and tail to avoid burn- 
ing. This should be removed about ‘2 hour before 
cooking is completed to obtain uniformity of 
color. Open mouth and place a piece of wood 
into it, so that red apple can be inserted when 
cooking is completed and pig is served.

World’s Politicos Add Extra Dash of Interest

No summit parley ever called together as many international 
leaders as some gifted Atlanta students rounded up recently. 


And it was the boys and girls, rather than the diplomats, who 
were pulling the strings. The leaders, you see, were really puppets, 
but they were amazingly accurate caricatures of 13 men who are 


constantly in the headlines. 


The puppets were designed and fashioned by boys and girls 
taking part in a summer program for academically talented 
students held at Gordon Elementary School. This was one of eight 
such programs started in Atlanta this summer. 


The program was instigated as an exploration of new fields of 
learning. Boys and girls participating chose what they would 


study. 


The group at Gordon. school chose to spend part of their time 
on a comparison of democracy and communism. As part of the 
project, a puppet show to explain the two systems of government 


was planned. 
STUDIED CARTOONS 


For several weeks the boys and girls studied political car- 
toons to discover the most outstanding features of world leaders 


they had chosen to model. 


“For example,”’ said Mrs. Kay Earnhardt, one of the instruc- 
tors in the program, ‘“‘they noted that the distinguishing character- 
istics of Kennedy are his mouth and hair. General de Gaulle’s 
nose is quite prominent, and Prime Minister Macmillan is known 


by his moustache.” 


Clayton Cowart, who will be in the eighth grade at East At- 
lanta next year, wrote the dialog for the play, using the group's 


combined research. 


“This experience taught me how much work there is behind

said Clayton. ‘I feel that I understand the Soviet better 
now, too. And | read the newspaper more 


perience for the students. Each participant read the part of a 
different leader than the one they had modeled or.done re- 


search on. 


“The accents the youngsters developed to read their parts were 
really quite good. And, as a result of working with a different 
person in each phase of the program, they came to know a great 
deal about at least three world leaders. Of course, they picked 
up a good deal about many other leaders while working on the 


program, too,’’ said Mrs. Earnhardt. 


“When we had completed this project, every boy and girl 
could name the top leaders of the world and their countries.” 


Leaders modeled included: Kennedy, Khrushchev, De Gaulle, 
Castro, Tito, Adenauer, Ben-Gurion, Nehru, Mobutu, Macmillan, 


Mao-Tse-tung, Nasser and Nkrumah. 


“Tl am able to understand more amout communism now,” said 
Gail Pickens, a participant in the program, who will be in the sixth 
grade at Gordon School next year. ‘‘And I read the newspapers 


more, too.” 


The plot of the play was concerned with two Martians visit 
to earth. Searching for a country in which to settle, international 
leaders appear on television to present the case for their coun- 


tries. Commentator is Sander Van Joker. 


AMERICAN HOME 


The dialog included much material for thought on the relative 
merits of the two systems of government—democracy and com- 
munism. In the course of the play, one of the Martians chooses 
America as his home while the other one goes to Russia. At the 
conclusion of the program, the Martian who chose Russia is 


regretting his choice. 


The play was presented as part of a program to show the 
boys and girls’ parents the results of the summer program. Also 
on the slate were a symposium on communism and a debate 
on: Resolved: That the United States Should Abandon Berlin.
